Tile R tv . M. J . F. Albrecht, pastor of 
the L utheran chnrcb in Janesville, sends 
the Milwaukee {Sentinel a commuLioa- 
tio r, in which he .denies the stitem eut 
made by a correspondent of the Ghioago 
Herald, that there is no English taught ia 
the Lutheran parochial school over which 
he has charge. In denying the statem ent 
made in the Herald dispatch, he says: 
Prom toe very 
founding 
of tae 
Lutheran parochial school until this 
hour English has always been tiu tfk ’; 
and ltt me a id, the scrolara have not 
been spattered only with a little English, 
but have teen taught thoroughly read­ 
ing, writing, arithmetic, geograpny aud 
(Jutted {states history. 
D espite cf this 
fact, which can bo testified to by hun­ 
dreds cf Janesville cit zeus, it takes a 
brazen brow to proclaim through the 
columns cf so vastly read papers as The 
Milwaukee Centinel aud Tho Chicago 
Herald, that we were opposed to the 
Bennett liw because no English was 
taught in our school. 
M r. A iarecht, strangely enough, then 
goes en to condemn the Bennett law. 
H e plackets the principles of the law, as 
they apply to the teaching of English, 
aud bt he vt d in a compulsory education­ 
al law when he lived in Germ any, ,but in 
this country, which he has adopted as his 
owe, and in which he likely expects to 
spend the re m in d e r of his days, he is 
an enemy cf compulsory education and 
of the law which merely seeks to help a 
chil I to an education which will make 
him a thorough Amel i can. 
It is strange iadted that Mr. Albreoht 
showed these two reasons for his deter­ 
mined opposition to the B ennett law: 
“F irst, because it infringes the personal 
liberty of parents to educate their chil­ 
dren , aid , secondly, because it tends to 
rob us of our religious liberty.” 
Did Mr. Albreoht believe ia the drat 
of these retsons when he lived in Ger 
many ? Of course he didn’t; and the 
land t f L uther, and it is the crowning 
gljry o f the land too, bas the most abao- 
lu t computet.ry law of any country in 
E urope. 
If such a law is good for Ger­ 
many why is it to be opposed in the 
U nited States? 
Take the second reason, “because it 
tends to rob us of our religious liberty.’’ 
How does the Bennett law do that? The 
law says nothing about religion in the 
sohooii. I t dees not command that E n­ 
glish shall be taught in the parochial 
sibooh. It does not presetibe what shell 
be taught in such schools. 
The L u th ­ 
erans and the Gorman Catholics may 
teach all the religion they pleaae in their 
private 
schools, 
and 
the 
Bennett 
law 
oannot 
affect 
them. 
All 
the educational law of Wisconsin seeks 
to do is to insist that a child shall receive 
at least twelve weeks’ instruction i i the 
English language in a year, aud this in­ 
struction may be given whenever the par • 
ents pleases. There ia perfect freedom in 
this feature of the law, and inasmuch as 
this is the case, why do the Lutherans or 
any one else object to i t I f M r. Albrech^ 
will take the trouble to carefully read 
the law he will see that in his second ob­ 
jection to it, he is fatally without rea­ 
so n 
The B ennett law bas co more to do 
with religious teaching in p&roohiel 
schools, than Ti&xnarch bas with the 
common school system of our st it9.

Tor Their M isdeeds—One Day's 


Crimes.

E a s to n , Pa., April lo.—WilUam Bar­ 
tholomew was hanged at 10:34 o’clock 
to-day. 
Ile was prononneed dead In fifteen 
minutes. 
Ile refused to eat any break­ 
fast or to dress, and was hanged In his 
prison suit. 
His last words were declar­ 
ations of his innocence, mixed with 
curses and blasphemy and demands that 
his paramour and Detective Johnson bo 
also hanged. 
Bartholomew was convicted of tho 
murder of Aaron W. Billiard Friday 
morning, Sept. 6, 1889. 
The crime was 
at first involved in mystery. 
Mrs. Dil- 
liard’s story was that she had been 
aroused by a noise at tile chicken coop 
and had sent her husband to learn Hie 
cause when he was fatally shot by some 
unknown person. 
Suspicion soon set. 
tied upon Bartholomew, who had for 
years been intimate 
with 
Mrs. Bil­ 
liard, 
and 
he 
was 
arrested. 
Two 
hours 
after 
the 
funeral 
of 
her husband Mrs. 
Billiard mace 
a full confession to Hie Rev. Mr. Smith, 
saving that Bartholomew and she had 
arranged tile murder of her husband 
that she might inarrv her paramour. 
She was to arouse Billiard, send him out 
with a lantern, and direct him to a 
cherry tree where Bartholomew was to 
he in readiness to shoot him. 
This plan 
was carried out exactly. 
Bartholomew 
was found guilty Sept. 20 of murder in 
tho first degree, the jury being oilt but 
one hour. 
Mrs. Billiard was also con­ 
victed and sentenced to death, but lier 
sentence 
was commuted to life im­ 
prisonment. 
Bellefonte, Pa.,April 9.—Alfred An­ 
drews was hanged at 11:30 this morning 
at this place. 
Andrews was convicted of tile brutal 
murder of a young girl named Clara 
Price, whom he had first assnulted, 
Nov. 27, 1889, on tho road leading from 
Snow Shoe to Karthaus. 
His victim 
was about 19 years old and more than 
ordinarily handsome. 
Her body Mas 
found lying In the road with bullet holes 
in her head, neck, and breast. 


Oor’s farm about two miles south o? the 
scene of the alleged attem pt. 
Tho sher­ 
iff, coroner, and a large number of citi­ 
zens have gone out to Freeman's place, 
where tho body was found, for an inves­ 
tigation. 
Jt is thought that Hie family 
of the dead man will be taken into cus­ 
tody at once, as there are good reasons 
to believe they killed him and manufac­ 
tured the story of his attack on them 
and subsequent flight.

N ational Bank T akes SSO,OOO. 
F o s s to n , Minn., April

Tweeton, cashier of the Fosston Na­ 
tional bank, and one of the social lions 
of Polk county, has fled to Canada ac­ 
companied, it is alleged by a pretty 
young woman named Esther Ellerton, 
who was formerly queen regnant of tho 
half-world at Winnipeg, but has latter­ 
ly made her home at Fosston.

GOES DOWN FOR LIFE. 


A Sixteen-Year-Old B oy Sentenced to th e 


P enitentiary for U fo. 


C h ic a g o , IU.,April IO.—Harry Plolse 
Lyons, the 16-year-old murderer of Peter 
Peterson, will pay tho penalty of his 
crime with a life sentence in the peni­ 
tentiary. 
Tho jury reached a verdict 
shortly after 7 o'clock la9t night, but 
were kept looked up until this morning. 
It took seven ballots to decide tho m at­ 
ter, there being no difference as to the 
guilt, but ono of tim jurors voting at 
iirst for as low a term as fourteen rears, 
and it was only the extreme youth of 
tile prisoner and possibly the fo rb e a r­ 
ance of the State in not asking for the 
death penalty that saved his neck from 
the halter. 
When the verdict was opened and read 
at IO o'clock this morning, the youthful 
urisoner did not move a muscle, and 
after a motion for a new trial and he 
was being taken I ack to jail he rem ark­ 
ed in a cool matter-of-fact tone to tho 
bailiff: 
“ Well, I’m In luck.”

In Session a t Chicago. 
C h ic a g o , April IO.—Tho two factions 
of the Evangelical Annual Conference of 
Illinois held preliminary meetings in this 
city last night. 
Tho mootings ware 
called to consider tho troubles between 
Bishops Bowman and Esher and their 
followers on the one side and Bishop 
Dubs and his followers on the other. 
The Dubs faction m et at Farwell hall. 
The lower floor was filled with men, 
women, and children, while the stage 
held about fifty ministers and prominent 
laymen. 
Frank 
Pfunder 
presided. 
Speeches wore made by T. L. Haines 
and Prof. G. F. Ratzweilier in English 
and by II. M arquart and T. G. Steinke 
In German and by Bishop Dubs in botli 
German and English. 
The bishop was 
greeted with prolonged cheers. 
He is a 
man of magnificent physique and com­ 
manding appearance. 
A fter a speech in 
German he spoke in English. He related 
the trouble at the Buffalo conference 
and stated that w hat the opposing side 
called the Minority party was In reality 
the true and loyal clergy and laity and 
the real majority party. 
He presided over the conference when 
the division came and counseled concili­ 
ation, but the so-called majority Insisted 
upon pushing the others to tho wall. 
Tho English-speaking 
conference of 
Nebraska had been expelled because 
they would not let Bishop Esher preside, 
and the Iowa conference would be be­ 
cause they refused to bo presided over 
by Bishop Bowman. 
Tho opposition had 
grown so malignant that yesterday they 
went so far as to circulate the report 
that his wife was about to bring a suit 
for divorce against him. 
He laughed at 
the idea. 
He hoped, however, that a 
rupture in the church would bo avoided. 
A long series of resolutions denounc- 
l n g a circular issued by the opposing 
faction was unanimously passed. 
Tho Esher-Bowman faction held its 
massmeeting at the Wisconsin street 
church. 
M athias Obergfell presided, 
with about sixty vice-presidents. 
Both 
floors of the church were filled and two 
meetings were held. 
Speeches were 
made 
by J. WM agate, Isaae Hoffert, 
Honry 
Miller, and the Rev. 
Frank 
Neltz. 
The tenor of the speeches was 
th at Bishops Esher and Bowman were 
still the regularly constituted authorities 
of the church and must be recognized. 
They claimed to have tho pledged sup­ 
port of eighteen out of tho twenty-ono 
conferences of tho church. 
They de­ 
plored the existing factions, and claimed 
that the opposition were rebels.

W a s h in g t o n , April lo.—Tho uproar 
raised by Ben Butterwort!! over trading 
in options promises to make a lively 
contention In the House when his bill is 
brought up. 
The arguments in favor of 
it are plausible, and, with the exception 
of a few city members from Chicago, 
New York, and Cincinnati, it appears to 
be to nobody’s interest to oppose it. 
The representatives from tho country 
districts, particularly from the agricul­ 
tural Slates of the West, are in favor of 
the measure and are going to vote for 
it. 
It is probable that the bill will have 
a majority of the House unless an ex­ 
tended debate changes the general opin­ 
ion regarding the bill. 
It will come up 
for consideration within a week or ten 
days if the tariff bill is not reported. 
Congressman Adams, of Chicago, is pre­ 
paring an argument in opposition to it 
a ndCharles Counselman and jM array Nel- 
sol are here for the Chicago board of 
trade. 
Mr. Counselman made an argument 
bcforo the House committee on agricul­ 
ture against the bill. 
Ile said he in­ 
dorsed both in letter and spirit the pro­ 
visions of the iirst section of the bill for­ 
bidding any privileged or ( lass dealing. 
That was a rule of tho board of trade. 
The second section, which forbids the 
dealing by anyone but the producer and 
the purchaser direct from him, in any 
article not in the possession of tho seller, 
wiped out of existence the business of 
himself and all legitimate dealers as well 
as the illegitimate. 
Mr. Counselm in was asked if he could 
suggest any way by which tho illegiti­ 
mate speculation could be proscribed 
without affecting tho legitimate, and 
said ho could not without time to con­ 
sider the subject. 
The passage of the 
bill. Mr. Counselman said, w ould damage 
tho farmer more than It could possibly 
aid him. 
If the producer should sell di­ 
rect to the consumer tho farmers of 
Kansas and Nebraska, instead of receiv­ 
ing IO and 15 cents a bushel for corn this 
winter, which was little enough, would 
not have received 5 cents a bushel. 
There must be middle-m ii to handle 
the crops betwceu the producer and the 
consumer. 
He advanced large sums of 
money to farmers on their crops, re­ 
lieving present necessities and enabling 
them to hold their grain for a tiso iii 
prices. 
The trouble that was thought 
to bo alleviated by the bill arose from 
the dealings in bucket-shops, which 
were in existence all over tile land, and 
whosa proprietors made their livelihood 
by a reduction in prices 
To effect this 
reduction the 
combined 
bucket-shop 
power sought to intluence the prices on 
the floor of the exchanges in tho coun­ 
try, and it had been 
successful. 
As 
far as It could the Chicago Board of 
Trade had been fighting bucket-shops, 
which the speaker likened to faro banks, 
tho proprietor boing the dealer.

Abe Cougle anti Jim m y Dahoney, Heavy 
W eights, F ight Fifty-Four Round* 


S h e l b y , Ind., April IO .—Abe Cougle 
and Jimmy Dahoney, two Chicago pugil- 
>ts, fought fifty-four bloody rounds this 
morning in a barn about a mile from this 
place. 
At the call ot time for the fifty- 
fifth round both men w’ere completely 
exhausted, and Otto Floto, the referee, 
declared the fight a draw. 
The decision 
was approved bv the party of 300 sports 
who had come from Chicago to witness 
the mill. 
The fight, which was one of the best 
contests seen in the vicinity of Chicago 
for some time, was for $500 a side. 
The 
gate receipts w’ere to be divided, the 
winner taking 75 per cent, and the loser 
25 per cent. 
Two ounce gloves were 
used according to the Marquis of Queens- 
borry rulos. 
The match was made somo time ago, 
and tho men have been in training since. 
Cougle is a South Water street cham­ 
pion. 
Dahoney has been in tho ring be­ 
fore, having been defeated bv Neiland 
in a battle some years ago. 
It was 
after 2 o’clock this morning when they 
met in the ring. 
Otto Floto was chosen 
referee. 
“ Iteddy” Gallagher acted as 
second for Dahoney, while a well-known 
Chicago sport took charge in Cougle’s 
corner. 
At the ring side wore between 
200 and 300 lovers of pugilism from 
Chicago, most of whom had paid §10 for 
the ticket and the “ tip.” 
From the very start It was plain that 
both men were in deadly earnest and 
that the fight would be for blood. 
And 
It was. 
Each man seemed to be able to 
punish his adversary severely, but utter­ 
ly powerless to protect himself. 
The 
result was that both fighters were ter­ 
ribly punished. 
Cougle won first blood In the eleventh 
round and after that blood flowed freely 
from both men. 
Each led for the head 
and face and generally landed. The con­ 
sequence was that Dahoney’s head was 
swollen till it looked like a small wash­ 
tub, and the left side of Cougle’s face 
was out of all proportion from repeated­ 
ly stopping Dahoney’s right. 
The ring became slippery from the 
blood in the last rounds, and the mon 
could scarcely keep their footing.

S a n F r a n c is c o . Cal., April lo.—The 
crop reports received by the California 
Associated press from all the grain an ! 
fruit growing counties in 
California 
show, on the whole, excellent prospects 
for the coining harvest, notwithstanding 
tho fears entertained that tho heavy 
rainfall during the last winter would 
have a detrimental effect. 
Wheat crops 
will bo as good as three-quarters of last 
year's yield. 
The shortage is partially 
due to tho change from grain to fruit 
cultivation. 
Tho prune-crop promises 
to be tho hest and the largest ever 
gathered. 
This is due to the increased 
number of orchards coming into bearing. 
The reports also show that a large num­ 
ber of new prune orchards were set out 
this spring. 
Peaches will reach more 
than tho average crop. 
Apricots will 
yield a very light crop. 
Const int rains 
and cold winds rotted the buds. 
The 
marked feature shown by this year's 
fruit crop is the largely increased acre­ 
age being set out in olives. 
This fruit, 
which previously had figured in only 
three counties to any extent, is now be­ 
ing grown and planted in about twenty 
counties, and in all cases Is reported to 
have a most promising outlook. 


A k ro n , Ohio, April IO.—A terrific cy­ 
clone swept over Summit county Tues­ 
day night, cutting a path twelve miles 
long and a quarter of a mile wide.

started In the northwestern end of the 
county and its path was southwesterly, 
nearly to the county line. 
The devas­ 
tated district Is In Sharon, Copley, Akron 
and 
Springfield 
townships. 
Frame 
houses were crushed like egg-shells and 
whirled end over end, brick buildings 
wero scattered to the wind, and huge 
trees snapped off. 
People who saw it 
coming took refuge In their cellars when 
they had time, and others took thoir 
chances out of doors, clinging to the 
nearest staple object. 
At Sharon two enormous black clouds 
swept toward each other from the north. 
No breath of air stirred for a few 
moments. 
Suddenly the clouds 
met 
with a fearful crash. 
Then the consoli­ 
dated cloud began to whirl and approach 
the ground In a trail, which rapidly 
grow and lowered with an awful roar. 
All was darkness except for intermittent 
flashes of lightning which showed the 
air full of flying timbers and debris. 
Tho groatcst fury of the storm was 
felt in Sharon. 
The first victim was 
Matthew Bromley. 
Ile was trying to 
make his way from his barn to his 
house when tho cloud descended, lffte I 
him into the air, hurled him twenty 
rods, and deposited him among the fall­ 
ing timbers of his barn, which had been 
lifted from its foundation and whirled to 
pieces, leaving the horses standing on 
the ground floor unharmed. 
Bromley 
was crushed under the heavy beams, 
sustaining Injuries from which he soon 
died. 
On a knoll near .by stood tho large 
two-story frame house of Hugh Frank, 
with barns and outbuildings. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank, who were in the house, 
heard the awful roar and rushed to tho 
cellar. 
They never reached It. 
The 
house 
was torn 
into kindling-wood 
above their heads and borne away with 
the storm. 
Neighbors found Frank’s 
dead body in tho ditch across the road. 
Ho had boon driven head-forward with 
such forco that his head was buried In 
the earth. 
Tho body was shockingly 
mangled by contact with missiles In the 
air. 
Mrs. Frank was found in a wheat 
field thirty rods from where tho house 
had stood, with several bones broken. 
She died several hours later. 
N. C. Fullmor was milking a cow 
in 
bls barn when the building was crushed 
and lifted skyward. 
He was found 150 
feet away with Injuries from which h 
will die. 
Frank Brambly and his family huddled 
in their cellar while their house was 
lifted from its foundation and carried 
several rods 
The ruins caught fire and 
wore consumed.
